Miss Grace Carter, night telephone 
operator at Marissa, Il., saved the town 
from threatened destruction. by fire at 
46a. m., Tuesday, by her pronpptness in 
giving the alarm. When she saw 
bursting from the rear of the 
Bank of Marissa bullding she quickly 
called up the electric lignut works and 
the Marissa flour mill and the next in- 
stant the shriek of a steam siren and 
the hoarse blast of a whistle called the 
volunteer firemen and the townsmen 
from their beds to fight the fire. 

There was need for quick and hard 
work. [t was in almost the same spot 
that a fire started five years ago, whicn 
came near wiping out the town, which 
is 37 miles southeast of St. Louis, on 
the Illinois Central. 

The promptness of Miss Carter in giv- 
ing the alarm averted a repetition of 
this disastrous fire, but two of the prin- 
cipal buildings of the town, the new 
$25,000 stone bank building and the brick 
general merchandise building of Edward 
Walker, were completely destroyed and 
damage was done to the uncompleted 
First National Bank Building. 

The fire was discovered by the con- 
ductor of a stock train which passed 
through Marissa at 3 a. m. He told 
che telegraph operater at the station 
that he had seen flames as the train 
Was approaching. The operator called | 
up Miss Carter and told her there was 
a fire somewhere in town, but he did 
not Know where. She ran to the win-| 
dow of the telephone exchange and 
threw the curtain up.

“THE CATCH OF THE SEASON” 
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Demure Little Actress Reveals 
Rich Comedy Talent— 
Other New Bills. 


The Cinderella role of Angela, in 
which Edna May captivated ofie of the 
biggest and most brilliant Olympic au- 
diences of the season in the Charles 
Frohman production, ‘“‘The Catch of the 
Season,”’ last night, seems somewhat 
typical of her own happy stage for- 
tunes.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Booker T. 
Washington received a severe setback 
at the hands of President Roosevelt 
by the appointment of William T. 
Vernon of Kansas to be Register of 
the Treasury as to Judson 
W. Lyons of Georgia. Washington 
vigorously opposed the selection of 
Vernon because he represents the ne- 
groes who antagonized the educator’s 

views. 

It is the precept of Washington that 
the negroes should work and attend 
to business affairs, eschewing politics 
and not seeking to receive recognition 
or social equality from the whites. 
Vernon urges the negro to participate 
in politics and perform all the duties 
of a citizen, co-operating with the 
whites for unbuilding the country and 
party to which he belongs. 

The President Is also said to have 
been partially influenced in the selec- 
tion by a new policy which he is mak- 
ing effective. He will not hereafter 


appoint Southern negroes to places in 
the general Government here, but will 
give the positions to negroes coming 
from States where their votes count 
for something.

It is. difficult to understand the attitude of the 
Joint Committee on the Free Bridge Bond Issue in 
demanding the passage of the ordinance providing 
for a unit vote, despite the opinion of City Counse.or 
Bates that an ordinance of that kind would be un- 
eonstitutional. With the City Counselor’s opinion 
on record, no matter what may have been the opin- 
ion of Judge Dillon or any other legal authority on 
the amendments of the last election, we do not be- 
lieve that the bonds, if voted, could be sold, unless 
the question of constitutionality were favorably de- 
cided by the Supreme Court. And if that question 
were taken into the court, the objects of the bond 
issue would be indefinitely postponed and thus prac- 
tically defeated. 

The people of St. Louis, if they vote for the pro- 
posed bond issue, want the vote to be effective to 
that end.. They certainly do not want to hold a 
farcical charter amendment election; they do not 
want ‘to vote for indefinite litigation; they do not 
want to vote for bonds which will be dead in:the 
market. - Yet.-if the bill is passed by the Council 
and becomes law, one of these results which the 
people of St. Louis do not want will undoubtedly 
follow. = * 

It would be absurd to vote to issue bonds upon 
which the city is divided against itself, the legal au- 
thority of the city pronouncing the action of the 
_~ Municipal Assembly unconstitutional and invalid. 
It is impossible to conceive of a satisfactory sale 
of bonds upon which the brand of unconstitutionality 
and invalidity has been placed by the city’s legal 
counselor and Tepresentative. If bonds bearing this 
brand of condemnation were offered, certainly no one 
but a wild: speculator would deal in them. 

But even if the City Counselor’s opinion should 
eventually, after’ a long delay, be proved to be in- 
correct, there are still obstacles in the way of re- 
alizing © ‘the desire of . those who want the bond 
issue: in the shortest possible time.

INFW YORK LIKES 


ENGLISH RUGBY 


-_—__—-- SS —._.. 


Open Game and Great Speed 
Displayed Pleased Metro- 
politan Experts, 


A New York paper speaks of the ex- 
hibition of English Rugby given recently 
in that city by the New Zealand team 
as follows: 

“Open football, the dream of pigskin 
reformers and speculators at the big in- 
tercollegiate gridiron games, has been 


found. Most peculiar of all, it exists in 
the Rugby play of the English and New 
Zealand teams from which the Ameri- 
can intercolegiate game was derived. 
The danger of too many innovations and 
too much alleged improvements Was 
shown when the play of the New Zea- 
land team in the Rugby match against 
the All-New Yorks at Washington Park 
recently is compared with the college 
game as played in this country. In many 
respects Rugby is preferable to the in- 
tercollegiate football, both from the 
standpoint of the spectator and the play- 
er 


“While lacking in the evolutions and 
team plays of the American game, it 
surpasses the college sport both In open 
play and speed. The lightning-like 
changes and the amount of territory 
covered by the Rugby game and players 
is a decided improvement over the slow- 
moving and ponderous rushes of the 
elevens that illustrate’ the American 
changes in the game of football. Sev- 
eral of the pet theories of the pigskin 
coaches and rule makers were exploded 
by the game played by the Antipodeans, 
and it will be impossible in the future 
to convince spectators of the play that 
their contestants are either correct or 
based on facts. 

Speed a Revelation. 


The exhibition of what the 
Rugby game contains for both players 
and spectators was a revelation and 
proved far more spectacular and jnter- 
esting than the average game between 
American college elevens, 

The spectacle of the ball being car- 
rid from thirty to sixty yards at a time 


by a series of dashes and lightning-like 
passes would have gladdened the hearts 
of the faithful football followers who 
journey scores of miles each autumn to 
witness the big contests between rival 
universities. 

Fifteen players formed a team, and in 
place of the cumbersome armor and 
padded uniforms of the university grid- 
iron warrior the Rugby players wore 
light jerseys, running trunks, heavy 
stockings that just covered the calves 
of their legs, and a light leather shoe 
with cleats somewhat similar to a base- 
ball shoe. During the two 30-minute 
halves played there were numerous tac- 
kles and tumbles, yet not a man was in- 
jured or replaced. The ball was similar 
in size and shape to that used in inter- 
collegiate football, but was handled and 
kicked with far more skill than that 
displayed by the average college play- 
er.

Piay Is Brilliant, 

The game opened with a kick-off like 
that in the intercollegiate play. The ball 
was then either carried or kicked to- 
ward the opponents’ goal line without 
the many line-ups so frequent in the in- 
tercollegiate game. The advances av- 
erage fully 20 yards each, and runs of W 
and 60 yards were frequent. 

In the gains not one but seven to ten 
players had possession of the ball. as it 
was worked up the field. The runner 
in possession of the pigskin, when about 
to be tackled, swiftly passed the ball to 
a teammate running at his side and just 
back of nim, and in this way the ball 
was frequently worked across the fieid 
during a 3%-yard run. If about to be
